Looking over the professions of 
the men who compose the two 
houses. of congress, one might be 
surprised to learn that a consid- 
erable majority of our statesmen 
are lawyers. We are not sur- 
prised because lawyers have the 
‘habit “of running public affairs. 
We have a little more than 100,- 
000,000 people in the United 
States, and only about 150,000 
lawyers. Yet lawyers hold practi- 
eally all of the important of- 
fices of the states and nation, 

- Napoleon III, who spent much 
time in London .and. wrote fairly 
well of the things he observed 
whole there, remarked upon the 
composition of the house of com- 
mons as having a _ respectable 
minority of. the legal fraternity 
and that it had in-its membership 
men of all professions, of all call- 
ings, from all walks of life. He 
congratulated the British people 
upon their practical acumen: 
France, he knew, ever since the 
revolution, had been cursed by 


a preponderance of lawyers in 
parliament, 


Lawyers are needed in any leg- 
islative body, particularly in a 
legislative body such as ours, 
bound as it is to certain lines by 
the restrictions of the constitu- 
tion, to frame legislation, but they 
are not needed to propose so 
much legislation. We Americans 
have a habit of relying too much 
upon lawyers. Our men of affairs 
have that habit, our farmers have 
that habit and our wage earners 
have it. We turn to the lawyers 
for advice, even in things entirely 
outside. the law. 

Business men, farmers, artisans 
and the rest of the people should 
‘go into politics more and should 
andertake to represent themselves 
in our legislature, state and na- 
tional. Legislation would be help- 
ed in the way of practicability 
thereby. And there would not be 
so much vain legislation, legisla- 
tion merely for legislation’s sake. 

The lawyer, naturally with good 
intent, but bad result, itches to 
legislate, to pass laws, to in- 
erease litigation, to snarl us all 
up in a legal tangle, to clutter up 
the courts with more cases, to 
souse the nation in a welter of 
litigation, to muddle, to bind in 
red tape, to stimulate the usurpa- 
tion of power by the judiciary. 
The lawyer is naturally. inclined 
to look for salvation from the 
bench, and to increase the agit 
ments of his class. 

But as we have constitutioy/l 
limitations upon what we may ‘do 


few. lawyers around to see to it 
that: our legislative bodies do not 
pass ex post facto laws and to 
tell verdant members of the lower 
house of congress that we can- 
not impose export duties, as some 


of them attempt during each sgs- 
sion. 


Anyway, our politicians have 
the consolation of knowing they 
are having it easier than are 


‘|those of Great Britain.

TAFT, January 20.—Monday 
morning’s miniature tornado did 
‘damage to the McKittrick and Mid- 
way fields totalling near a million 
dollars as estimated by men thor- 
oughly conversant with old field 
costs. Lists compiled by the field 
reporters in the McKittrick, North 
Midway, Midway andSunset terri- 
‘ortes show that nearly 500 derricks 
iwere wrecked, and must be _ re- 
‘built before the wells can again 
‘be put on the beam. 


The McKittrick district was al- 


most stripped of its forest of der- 


ricks, while the North Midway: and 
Twenty-five Hill districts are a mass 
;of wrétked timbers. Many of the 
smaller companies were prostrated 
by the storm, which has temporarily 
put them out of the business of 
being of] producers. Amomg the 
being developed fn the repairing of 
buildings, that rig builders may be 
housed, and the crews of the leases 
given the proper care. Nearly every 
property in the district swept by the 
winds had buildings badly damaged 
either by rigs falling on them or by 
the roofs being torn. off. 

There is a great demand for men 
through the district, with the call for 
rig builders extending to the man 
who once used a saw or hammer 
back east, even though he is far 
from being a carpenter. 

The various supply houses are 
enjoying the biggest business of the 
year ‘because of the storm.

WHY MEN GROW 
PREMATURELY 


BALOHEADED) 


In the February American Maga- 
zine Dr, Arthur R. Reynolds, former 
health commissioner of Chicago gives 
the following reason for baldness: 

“The hats that men wear are the 
cause of their baldness above the 
hat line. Women also wear hats, 
but their hats are fastened to their 
hair and do not grip the head as 
men’s hats do. 
baldness such as_ infections,’ se- 
borrhea, etc., affect both sexes alike 
and are, in fact, more difficult to 
treat locally in women than in men 
because of their long hair, 

“How does the. hat affect the 
growth of hair in man? By com- 
pressing the arteries, the veins, the 
lymphatics, and to some extent the 
nerves that supply and nourish the 
hair. It is not because the hat is

fhead too hot. It is because the 
hat band compresses the vessels and 
starveg the roots of the hair. Caps 
may do the same thing, but caps as 
a rule do not grip the head so 
tightly as hats do. 

“Baldness usually pegins at the 


‘summit of the crown toward the back 


part, at the distant and weaker part 
of the vessels furnishing the cir- 
culation. In such cases the pres- 
sure has been on the vessels on the 
side of the head. Sometimes the 
baldness begins above the forehead 
and is the high forehead type of 
baldness. In these cases the pressure 
has been upon the vessels of the 
forehead, Sometimes the head is 
bald low down in the back where 
the pressure has been upon the 
vessels in thig region. When the 
head is completely bald on top the 
pressure has been on the entire vas- 
cular supply of the scalp.’’

A shortage of 8,000,000 bags of 
potatoes ‘ag shown in the govern- 
ment report for November, has re- 
sulted im eastern buyers contracting 
for the potato crops in.
